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Our RKResponsibilities,
A prorugr thedding of blood and an enormous
pational debt are often the least effects
greal revolation,  These, indeeld, are necessiry
to 1ta success, and are ihe prices we pay lor the
benofita all revolutions eventually conler, The
groat convulsions of state which tear away the
veil from the eyes of men and make them to =e¢
evila in governmeut, evils in morals and society,
are (ar from bencctiinl in their immediate results,
A poople aroused (o a sense of nationsl sin

ol &

are ecager for o remedy, and il their
leaders, are men ol ambition, or have any
motive moaner than that of & selk

sacrificing patriotism, they may be led astray
fifty years in seeking a true cure lor their ooli-
'I.il::;l disense. The Boglish revolution of 1642 will
lustrate this. When the enmnlating evils of
guocessive relgns forced o revolution apon that
sge, the moral strength which their cause gave
the Parlinmentary party, under the guidates ol
thie moderate Farerax, might have doneall that
it took nearly a hundred years aflorwards to
accomplieh, This moral power becomes a
dangerous instrument in the hands of designing
men. From the tyranny and prelacy of Caanues,
Bngland, under the sway of CromweLL und his
corrupt supporters, became the slave ol & more
repulsive tyrant than even CroMwEeLL himsell
—a ruler of debasing, enervaling bizotry.
Diegusted with this master, at lengih it
threw off his sway for the wild licentionsness
of the Becond Cuartes, and not unthl the weees:
siop of Winnian I11, in 1958, did the froits of the
revolution of 1642 bogin to appear. This is not
the only instance history records. The French
revolution affords us a striking parallel ol a
populsr zeal for reform misdirected, and there
are lessons which the political leaders of our
day have gol to learn from such taachings.
This question of slavery, which the pation saw
to be an offense to government before it was
found an offense to Heaven, has been put at
reat, under Divine Providencs, by our armies in
the field. But we ueed not think that the only
bar (o our progress is removed, That
clear moral perception  whieh revolution
givee to & peopls, and which bas
foroed us to do away with our great
national sin, shows us many more thal may
take root in an uvpsettled st'ate of society, and
proves as deleterious to our national growlh as
the bigotry and licentiousness which succes-
sively arose from the mshes ol prelacy. In
whatever question men may come to an Issne in
these days, it will be of no trifling import.
There are great morsl conflicts to be decided
by us who live in thws age of change, conilicts
vital to our nationnl happiuess, and it were
well, we think, did we prepare to do our duty,
What {8 our duty ? That the ballot-box should
be consciontiously and judiclousty employed,
has always been a great obligation of citizens to
a repubiie, and now becomes a greater than
ever, but it is not the medium of toe prestest
moral power whieh a people can give to a
revolution.

This power comes from each man’s sens» of
his responsibility in the reconstruction ol litery-
ture, of suciety, but, above all, in what shall be
culled bigotry and what liberality, i the vital
matter of religion. We know very well that
these questions are not likely to become party
issues, and that the opinions of our people will
decide them. Hence the doty of every good
citizen to pass u thinking judgment on any dii-
ference that may arlse among men concerning
the common weal, and be doubly watchiul to
what cauge Lelends s influence. No man's
influence 18 valoeless in the cause of right, and
each of us will have occasion to use his, if we are
not much mistaken, It were an evil day for our
land if the bigotry of the English protectorate
or the atheism of republican France were to rise
from the embers of the late Rebellion. This is
the danger of the hour. That murders and
rapincs of cvery sort should be multiplied, 1s
rendered inevitable by the disbanding of a great
army gathered together of all kindz: but there
are worse evils under the sun, It is not a matter
of party. 014 political issues have passed away,
and all things are become new; the world Is
changing, and we must change with it. Man-
kind must be inevitably the hbetter for this
revolution; but shall not our own geucration
see ils fruits ¢ The race that dethroned Caaxyus
Bruarr, to secure republican liberty to them-
selves and thelr ehildren, passed away with their
deswres unfulfilled; seventy-four years have not
sulficed to develope the benelicial results, so
ardently looked for by all French putriots, from
the revolution of 1792, History has written
the mistakes of these great nations. The want
of & general intelligence, of a clear moral
perception, drove these people under the lead-
ership of the CromweLns, Rosgserenres, and
Daxroxs of their day; in this age of enlighten-
ment there will be no such excuse for us,

The Convention’s Work.
Tae final action of the Convention which fig-
ished its scssions in this city yesterday, is helfore
the poople in o series of resolutions and an
address, The resolutions, in the main, are such
as men of all politieal parties would angree to,
uod are not distinetive, therefore, of the organi
zalion which has just adopted them. They
contain, however, some admissions which we
are giad huve been pul upon record; we refer
especially to the national debt and to slavery.

Upon the subject of Congressionsl reprosenta.

tion the resolutions beg the entire question at

issue. Nobody, that we are aware ol, donies
that n Btate in fu!l and regular status in the

Upion I8 entitded to representation: but the
question 18 whuther the late Rebel States are In

that condition. For instavce, here 1s Texns,

which, ever since the Rebellion was overthrown,
has had no governmenl except Lhat of an agent

¢f the President, Cun it be pretended that she
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has all thia time been in the Union, in such a
wense ge to entitle her to repreaentation? It is
# great perversion of the language ot the Gon-
stitution to apply It to oases entirely beyond its
Beope,

The resolations Indorse President Jonxuon's
course, and in so doing complelely stultify the
entire doctrines of the Convention s to Btates
rigbts, If those doctrnes ase right, then the
Presidont’s whole work of reconstruction has
heen wronz, ‘The two are utterly incompatible,

The nddress ia very lengthy, elaborate, and
abstruse, It is merely a reiteration, or rather a
compendiom, of Mr, Raymonn’s Congressional
speeches  upon reconttruction, It 1 full of
gophistrivs and contradictions, and will fasl w
make auy decided impresaion upon the people,
It falls utterly and lamentably to meet the greal
practioal 1gsnes before the people,

The lack of any really great direoting and
orzanizing mind bas been most apparent
throughoul the whole history of this Convens
tion. Its lenders have been such men as Doo-
perree, Cowax, nnd Baysosn, who have hardly
been known inthe past, and who at the best are
merely elever polineians, Their policy throuzh-
out has been one of repression. No man could
e trusted to make a gpecch, or discuss a resolu-
tion, or make u proposition, lest in speaking his
real sentiments he should say somelbivg inju-
dicious. As a consequenoce, there has been no
Iife and enthusiusm about the movement., It
hos taken no hold upon the popular mind, and
has fafled uiterly as a popular demonstration.
In the presence of the grave Issues whioh engage
the attention of the American people, involying
the fruits ot the long and costly strugele through
which they have just passed, this Wigwam Con-
vention will ereste butn momentary ripple apon
the suriace of wur politios,

“Loyal" Men.

Tue disingenuousncss which characterized the
procecdings of 1the Wigwam Convention is well
illustratea in the lourth resolution of the series
adopted. and which calls upon the people to
elect a Congress which will admit *“loyal” repre.
sentatives trom every State, Now why was this
word “loyal” used? Plainly to meet the charge
of the Union men, that the conservasives are
seeking the usdmission as representatives ol
persons lately engaged in the Kebellion, The
conseérvative, when this charge is made, can
point to his resolutions aod say. "“"No, I am in
favor merely of the admission of ‘loyal’ men."
But whom do the

couservatives consider to
Do they exclude from
those who bave just laid
down the srms of their warfare against the
Government? By vo means. The fact that a
man was & Rebel, and bore arme sgainst the
Government, is no bar with them to his being
considered & loyal man, The Rebel Geueral
ek Tavior, who so pumpously proposed three
cheers for the Union. in the Conveutlon, is, in
their view, a *“loyal" man, Avexaspes H. Sre-
ruENs, who was Vice-resident of the Rebel
Counfederacy, and who went into the Rebellion
with his eyes open, and with his own judzment
of its seltish and unprovoked character on
record, 18 & “loyal” man.

What, then, do they use this word *‘loyal”
for, except a8 8 blind and a traud? They seek
by it to concenl from the people thewr true pur-
poses, What the conservatives really mean is
1o restore to power and to admit a3 representa-
tives in Congress the very men who were prime
leaders and actors in the Rebellion. Ano the
people should understand that this is one of
the renl igsues betore them, viz,;—Whether the
lenders of the Rebellion—men who deserted
thewr sents In Congress and violated their
oaths of alleginnce—shall be permitted to onece
more take seats in the councils of the nation ?
